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The  Choice  of  Books. 

The  nelectu.u  of  books,  like  the  choice 
of  frien*h».  is  a  nerious  an<l  unp*-t*nt 
matter.  Not  ever}'  collection  of  books 
is  in  any  sense  a  library.  Its  value 
will  «lepen«l  not  so  mnch  upon  its  cost, 
or  the  number  of  its  volumes,  but  upon 
the  -character  of  the  hooka  which  fill 
its  shelves.  Fifty  ora  hundred  tol- 

uhm-h  of  the  world’s  masterpieces  are 
more  valuable  for  any  real  educational 
purl*  than  ten  thousand  of  the  hap 
hazard  ]  trod  nets  .ns  of  the  press.  Sat  s 
John  Buskin:  It  is  of  the  greatest  iin 
p»rtaii»*«*  to  you,  not  only  for  art  h  sake, 
but  for  all  kinds  of  sake,  in  these  days 
of  l«*.k  deluge,  to  keep  out  of  the  salt 
swami*  of  literature,  and  live  on  a  lit 
tie  rucky  island  of  your  own,  with  a 
spring  and  a  lake  in  it,  pure  and  good. 

I  cannot,  of  course,  suggest  the  choice 
of  a  library  for  you,  for  even*  several 
mind  needs  different  books,  but  there 
are  some  book*  wluch  we  all  need,  and 
'  assuredly,  if  you  read  Horner,  Plato 
JEecbylus,  Herodotus,  Dante,  Shakes 
!>eHre  and  Spencer  as  much  as  you 
ought,  you  will  not  require  wide  en¬ 
largement  of  your  shelves'to  right  and 
*  eft  of  them  for  purpueea  of  perpetual 
study.  *  *  A  common  book  will 

often  give  you  much  amusement,  but 
it  is  onlv  a  noble  l>ook  which  will  give 
you  dear  friends.”  Heading  to  lie 
useful  should  be  wisely  directed.  The 
hours  sjient  up»n  tLifies.^  wasted  in 
useless  musings  would  suffice  to.  sec  are 
to  in.  «t  men  both  refinement  and  wide 
information. 

•‘And  again,”  remarks  James  Her 
l*rt  Morse,  “if  I  could  jecover  the 
hours  idly  given  to  the  newspaper,  not 
f..r  my  own  gratification,  but  solely  for 
mv  neighbor  at  the  breakfast  table,  I 
could  compass  a  solid  course  of  En 
lish  and  American  history,  get  at  the 
antecedents  of  ]K>litical  parties  in  the 
two  count  ri«s,  and  give  the  reasons  foi 
the  existence  of  Gladstone  and  Par¬ 
nell,  of  Blaine  and  Edmunds,  in  mod 
eru  politics — and  there  is  undoubtedly 
a  reason  for  them  all.  Two  columns 
a  day  in  the  newspapers— which  I 
could  easily  have  spared,  for  they 
were  giveu  mainly  to  murder-trials  and 
the  search  for  corpses,  or  to  the  ro¬ 
mance  of  the  reporter  concerning  the 
Kawe— have  during  the  last  ten  years 
absorbed  just  about  the  time  I  might 
have  spent  in  reading  a  very  respecta¬ 
ble  course  in  history — one  embracing 
say,  Curtius  and  Grote  for  Geece, 
Mommsen,  Menvale  and  Gibbon  for 
Home,  Macaulay  and  Green  for  iny 
roots  in  Saxoudom,  Bancroft,  Hildreth, 
and  Palfrey  for  the  ancestral  tree  in 
America,  together  with  a  very  notable 
excursion  into  Spain  and  Holland  with 
Motley  and  Prescott— a  course  I  con¬ 
sider  very  desirable,  and  one  which 
should  set  up  a  man  of  midtile  age 
very  fairly  in  historical  knowledge.  I 
f-  mil  sure  I  could  have  saved  this  amount 
out  of  any  ten  years  of  my  newspaper 
reading  alone,  without  cutting  off  any 
portion  of  that  really  valuable  contri 
bution  fof  which  the  daily  paper  is  to 
be  honored,  and  which  would  be  need¬ 
ed  to  make  me  an  intelligent  man  m 
t)ie  history  of  my  own  times.” 

Books  such,  as  these  are  not  to  be  liad 
for  the  asking.  They  will  not  he  found 
among  the  cast  off  remnants  of  private 
libraries  or  in  second  hand  bookstores. 
They  must  l>e  purchased  with  cash 
and  selected  by  those  whose  life  has 
been  spent  among  books,  and  who 
know  their  value. 

Beal  growth  in  wisdom  will  result 
from  the  choice  of  wise  books.  Collec 
tious  of  common,  frivefous  and  doubt 
ful  volumes  will  leave  no  useful  impress 
upm  the  community.  They  will  prove 
“  mouuwents  of  folly”  as  truly  as  ugly 
buildings  which  are  unsuited  to  their 
purpose.  Valuable  libraries  are  not 
the  result  of  the  expenditure  of  money 
merely,  but  of  an  educated  taste  ap¬ 
plied  to  the  selection  of  theif  individ¬ 
ual  volumes.  Their  collection  involves 
time,  labor  and  g(x>d  judgment,  and 
may  not  under  any  circumstances  be 
left  to  haphazard,  or  the  interested 
zeal  of  over-anxious  dealers.
